The roomB are well 
adapted, the proper aize, and the 
arrangement, throughout ia com 
plete, with a few needed addi- 
tions which can easily be made. 
A atoam heater will complete 
the appointments of a model or- 
phan's home. 

We have always looked with, 
sad neBa upon the lack of the 
chorch that allows tbe children 
of its members who have gone to 
their rest, to become the drift of 
society and as a lost vessel upon 
the great ocean of life. They 
should be oared for, gathered in, 
educated in knowledge and a 
trade or profession, and sent out 
as heralde of the doctrine and 
faith.
